Russia's armeis were reported today to have crushed a big-scale 
erman attack in the Crimea, frustrating a Nazi drive toward the great 
aucasus oil fields, after four days of heavy fighting. 
Soviet dispatches said the Germans apparently were trying to 
vclop their first full-fledged 1942 offensive. 
A bulletin from Adolf Hitler’s field headquarters said German and 
umanian troops, supported by strong Nazi air force units, opened the 
tack on the Kerch peninsula last Friday. 
"The battle since then has been in full swing," Hitler’s headquarters 
lid. 
A Berlin broadcast quoted a German military spokesman as saying 
ie Crimean action was "the first great offensive operation since the 
hinter defensive.” 
While a Soviet mid-day communique reported that "nothing import- 
it occurred last night,” indicating that the German assault had stopped 
least temporarily, a German military spokesman declared: 
"Hell has been let loose over the Bolshevik positions in the Ketch 
sninsula."

Officers and men. 
All three were new. the Lively, 
I 920 tons, having been completed 
in 1940, and the other two, each 
of 3,695 tons a year earlier. Nor­

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FILL THAT COAL BIN 
An item which appeared on the first page of Mon­ 
day's issue emphasized the importance of coal users 
filling up bins now' for use next winter. 
In no uncer­ 
tain words Donald Nelson, war production chief, warns 
that rationing may become necessary unless consum­ 
ers' stocks are quickly built up. 
The warning comes on the heels of a “Buy Coal 
Now’’ campaign instituted by the State Council of De­ 
fense a week ago. 
The request for full cooperation in the campaign 
was made to all county and local Councils of Defense 
by Dr. A. C. Marts, executive director of the S. 6. D., 
who pointed out that the program is being carried on 
with approval and cooperation of the War Production 
Board, the Office of Price Administration, the Office of 
Defense Transportation, and the Office of Solid Fuels 
Coordinator. 
The problem is not one of shortage of coal, but 
one of transportation, as Mr. Nelson pointed out Mon­ 
day. 
Our entire transportation system will be so 
burdened with the movement of defense and military 
materials by the end of the summer that it will be im­ 
possible to move the normal amounts of coal for do­ 
mestic use. 


There will not be enough locomotives, cars, coal 
ships and barges to supply all the needs of the domestic 
market atter mid-summer if buyers wait until fall to 
order coal. Commercial users, such as laundries, hotels, 
schools, apartments, etc., are also urged to place their 
orders as soon as they can. 


County and local councils in working with whole­ 
sale and retail coal dealers can promote the “Buy Coal 
Now” campaign in many ways, and can also see the 
stockpiles of commercial users are checked and that 
the purchasing orders for next year’s supplies now. 
Owners of coal furnaces must buy fuel n -v for 
use next fall and winter.
